1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 1/30/06 
has been entered. 

The examiner has reviewed the currently pending claims and has concluded that 
it is an undue burden on the examiner to examine all the claims due to the fact that they 
diverge in subject matter to a point that the alleged novel features differ from claim set 
to claim set. Initially, at the first action on the merits the examiner felt that the breadth of 
the claims allowed for examination without an undue burden, but the examiner has 
reconsidered in view of the subject matter and the burdensome prosecution history. A 
restriction may be made anytime an application is in a non-final status and that is the 
present situation. 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 : 

I. Claims 1-6, drawn to a recall management system, classified in class 702, 
subclass 185. 

II. Claims 7-9,17-19, drawn to a method of detecting product defects, 
classified in class 705, subclass 1 . 

III. Claims 10-16, drawn to a method and system for recall notification, 
classified in class 705 subclass 1 . 
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The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case the method of detecting 
product defects can be performed with a materially different product. The system 
claims are not required in the method claims and the method can be done by using a 
computer that does not have any of the recited elements in the system claims. 

3. Inventions II and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in 
scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination 
is separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination II has separate utility such as 
in a manufacturing facility where it would be desirable to know if any machines are not 
working properly so that they can be fixed. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

4. Inventions I and III are related as products which share an alleged common utility 
of being used in some kind of recall undertaking but the common utility is not linked to a 
substantial structural feature. The products in this relationship are distinct if either or 
both of the following can be shown: (1) that the products encompass embodiments that 
are not required to perform the common utility or (2) that the products as claimed can be 
used to perform another utility. In this case, the products can be used to perform 
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another utility. The method of III can be used to notify persons of product data but is not 
used to actually determine a pattern of product defects. 

5. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized 
divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

6. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
